ORDER FINDING GOOD CAUSE TO ADOPT A LOCAL COURT RULE AT 
TIME OTHER THAN ESTABLISHED SCHEDULE 

 
The judges of the Wabash Circuit Court and the Wabash Superior Court, pursuant to 

Trial Rule 81(D) now find good cause exists to deviate from the schedule established by 
the Division of State Court Administration for publishing local rules and, pursuant to I.C. 
12-23-14.5, 12(b), an order must be established by the courts to set fees for services 
provided by Wabash County Drug Court.  Further, said order shall be adopted as a local 
court rule in compliance with the provisions of Trial Rule 81(A).   After approval by the 
Division of State Court Administration, posting for thirty (30) days in Wabash County 
Clerk’s Office and on Wabash County Clerk’s website, and on the Indiana Judicial 
Website, the court will enter an effective date for this rule amendment and provide notice 
to members of the bar, the public, and the local bar association.  The proposed rule to be 
adopted is as follows:
